Outside walls of solid masonry are 
sometimes built with air spnces in 
them as in the tile wall. 
Or the 
solid brick 
wall may

There are various 
ways to do this so that cold and 
moisture will not penetrate. 
When 
these air-spaces do not exist in .Ute 
wall itself, it is necessary for us to 
devise an air space between the plas­ 
ter and the wall. 
We do this by 
putting strips against the masonry 
and nulling the lath to these. Plas­ 
ter is then applied. 
Such a wall will 
be warm and dry. 
If It is built of 
good materials and good workmen are 
employed, it will last a long time 
and will not give you any trouble. 
Depreciation will be low. 
Building a Masonry Wall 
Think of brick and tile walls as a 
multitude of small blocks piled one 
upon the other. 
If the blocks over­ 
lap each 
other properly you have 
greater strength.
